BELGRADE,: March 18.— 
Germany has turned Bulgaria 
into a huge arsenal manned 
by an estimated 500,000 troops 
in preparation for a drive to 
cut the Mediterranean in two 
and carry the war to the Brit- 
ish in Africa, reports reaching 
here said today. 

To put this plan into execution, 
Germany’s most urgent aim is to 
. force Greece to capitulate. Once 
installed on the Peleponnesus 
peninsula, the Germans: would be 
less than 250 miles from the Afri- 
can coast and, according to re- 
ports, it Germany’s aim to 
bridge the Mediterranean at this 
point and cut Britain’s communi- 
cations with the Near East. 

Yugoslavia Mobilizing. 

Despite reports in well-inform- 
ed quarters that Yugoslavia’s ad- 
herence to the Berlin-Rome-To- 
kyo pact was a matter of “only a 
few days,” diplomatic circles in 
Istanbul said that Yugoslavia is 
massing. troops along a southeast- 
ern defense line paralleling the 
Bulgarian frontier to resist any 


is 


occupied neighboring state. The 
Yugoslavs were said to be calling 
men to the colors in a steady 
stream and expected to have l,- 
250,000 under arms by the end of 
March.

“And the day will come when) 
the British empire and the United 
States will share together the sol- 
emn, but splendid duties which 
are the crown of victory!”

(P)\—Commerce Secretary Jones 
estimated today that profits of 
American business corporations 


reached $5,000,000,000 in 1940, 
making the year the most profita- 
ble since 1929.

Storm Moves 
East, Closes 
Schools, Roads 


Minnesota Governor 
Protests ‘Inadequate 
Weather Warnings.’ 


By The Associated Press. 

Governor Stassen of Minnesota 
Said he had lodged a protest 
against “inadequate weather 
warnings” with Secretary of Com- 
merce Jesse Jones as the midwest 
cold storm which took at least 78 
lives moved eastward before a 
mass of warm air. Twenty-eight 
of the dead were listed from Min- 
nesota and 38 from North Dakota. 

Relief was felt at the storm 
center but biting cold chilled the 
east, where no moderation was 
expected until Wednesday. 

Roads, Schools Close. 

High winds buffeted most of 
New York in bitter cold tempera- 
tures, forming snowdrifts. that 
plugged many roads and ‘closed 
schools, as a final element out- 
burst directly or indirectly caused 
nine deaths. 

Polar-born winds ranging from 
16 to 35 miles per hour piled drifts 
so high in some central and west- 
ern New York sections that state 
police advised no travel. 

A family of five perished in a 
wind-fanned fire which destroyed 
their four-room home in West 
Colesville, near Binghamton. Fire- 
men were 
blazes in several other parts of 
the state. 

The government forecaster at 
Chicago predicted relief would 
come more rapidly and that much 
warmer weather would reach the 
Atlantic coast by Thursday. 

Swept by Gales. 

Maryland and other seaboard 
areas were swept by gales and 
Maine temperatures ranged down 
to zero. Northern Vermont re- 
ported 10 bélow zero. 

Wind velocities ranged from 20 


to 30 miles an hour on lower levels | 
to 99 miles an hour on Mount! 
Washington in New Hampshire, | 
where the mercury went to 20 


below zero. 

Alabama, along with the entire 
south except Florida and the Gulf 
coast region, felt freezing temper- 


atures and frost was forecast for | 
northern and central Florida Wed- | 


nesday. Freezing weather was 


predicted for the Gulf coastal area. |

Rerouting of four street car 
lines effective Thursday to fit in 
with Atlanta’s new network of six 
downtown one-way streets was 
announced yesterday by Georgia 
Power Company officials as May- 


or LeCraw said the one-way sys-. 


tem will become effective Thurs- 
day morning, but that no cases 
will be booked for at least a week 
during which time an educational 
program will acquaint the public 
with the program. 

The changes in street car rout- 
ing, necessitated by inclusion of 
Pryor and Ivy streets among six 
one-way streets, will affect the 
Georgia Avenue-Grant Park, 
Washington-Lakewood, Irwin 
Street and Boulevard-Forrest 
street car lines, but only in the 
downtown area. 

Southbound cars on the Geor- 
‘gia Avenue-Grant Park and Wash- 
ington-Lakewood routes will avoid 
Pryor street between Edgewood 
avenue and Mitchell street. In- 
stead of turning south onto Pryor 
street from Edgewood, they will 
proceed on Edgewood and Mariet- 


ta streets to Broad street, go south | 
then 


on Broad to Mitchell and 
turn east on Mitchell to Pryor, 
where they will,resume ‘he old 
route. Southbound passengers 
should board these cars on Broad 
street instead of Pryor s‘reet. 

The Inman Park-Cliften and 
Inman Park-Ponce de Leon cars 
will continue to use the old rout- 
ing on Pryor street on northbound 
trips. 

Northbound cars on the Irwin 
etreet and Boulevard-Forrest 
lines will leave Broad Street at 


Hunter street, instead of proceed- | 


ing north on Broad as far as Mari- 
etta.: The new routing will take 
them from Broad street east on 
Hunter to Whitehall, north on 
Whitehall and Peachtree streets 
to Auburn avenue, and east on 
Auburn to Ivy street, where they 
will resume their old ro. e east 
on Auburn.

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The Only Loyal Way 

One hundred per cent agreement, by all 
labor unions, whether AFL or CIO, to abide 
by the decisions of the new national mediation 
board, to be created within the next few days, 
is the only possible attitude that can be taken 
by organized labor, if it is loyal to the cause 
of the United States in this period of world 
crisis. 2 

If labor persists in calling strikes in defense 
industries, after the establishment of the new 
board, it will inevitably lay itself open to 
serious suspicion that it is, to large degree, 
under the control of forces inimical to the na- 
tion. This board provides the means for fair 
adjustment of all differences between labor 
and management, without need for strikes. 
It is so important that there should be no in- 
terruption in the defense effort, that any group, 
or leadership, that resorts hereafter to the 
walkout will thereby brand itself as placing 
class. interest or selfish advantage ahead of 
the nation’s security. 

William Knudsen, head of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management, has called for a 60 per 
cent increase in the number of man-hours de- 
voted to arms production. Strikes now in 
progress are estimated to have reduced the 
man-hours of work on defense by 3,500,000 per 
week. That such.a situation should exist con- 
stitutes a fearful indictment against American 
unity in the face of the greatest emergency the 
nation has ever known. 

Representative Hoffman, of Michigan, has 
introduced a bill in congress which would pro- 
vide for the use of troops to protect workers 
in plants wherever a majority of the workers 
did not approve of a strike. 

It will be unfortunate if such force has to 
be resorted to; in America, to protect the na- 
tional interests. However, unless both labor 
and management accept the new mediation 
board and agree to abide by its decision, the 
day cannot be far away when some such 
method as proposed in the Hoffman bill will 
have to be followed. 


Undoubtedly, in some instances, Commun- 
ists and other subversive agents are using 
labor organizations in their program of sabo- 
tasing America’s war effort. It is time that 
good Americans, members of unions so pros- 
tituted to enemy causes, awoke to the situation 
and, once and for all, made it plain they are 
Americans first'and union members second. 

No one will deny that organization of labor 
has been of‘inestimable benefit to the nation. 
It has done more to improve the lot of the 
average working citizen than any other’ force, 
not excluding the most liberal of governmental 
administrations. 


No one will deny the right of labor to or- 


-ganize and to use collective bargaining in its 


relations with industrial management. But that 
organizing should be voluntary on the part of 
the individual workers. Voluntary organiza- 
tion is the American way. Enforced member- 
ship in unions, whether by physical violence 


’ and threats or. by control of the pay envelope, 


is the method of the Ogpu, the Gestapo. 
If leaders of organized labor attempt to 


_ use the defense emergency as a weapon to en- 


force their rule over all American workers, they 
will thereby prove they place their own inter- 
ests ahead of the interests of the nation. 

The mediation board plan has been ap- 
proved by the White House, by both of the 
great divisions-in organized labor and by Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins. It is now strictly up 
to the unions and their leaders to halt all 
strikes on defense projects and to continue 
work while the board settles the disputes. And 
then to abide by the decision of the board. 

Otherwise some such plan as that outlined 
by Representative Hoffman’s bil] will have to 
be used as a last, and drastic, resort.

The first step was the élimination of angle 
parking anywhere in the city.

For, barring 
unforeseen contingencies, there can be no doubt 
they will work to the greater advantage of the 
greater number of Atlantans.

Coming Closer 

It is not surprising to learn that Germany 
will open submarine operations off the coast 
of New England. It is a source of wonder that 
this has not been done before, since British 
vessels have been moving to Halifax from east 
coast ports almost without protection. During 
the last war, the Germans demonstrated that 
submarines could operate across the Atlantic 
with relatively little risk, and it must be as- 
sumed that country is fully prepared to repeat 
in this war. 

How this country will meet the threat to 
its own shipping, and the disregard of the 
neutrality zone, is another matter which can 
only be decided by those officials in Washing- 
ton fully informed as to the details of the im- 
pending operations. It is almost certain, how- 
over, that submarine operations near American 
coasts will be a challenge that will not go un- 
answered. It is, at the same time, almost cer- 
tain this country should not permit the fur- 
ther thinning of the tenuous British supply 
line by diversion of additional vessels to escort 
service in American waters. Whether this new 
problem will be met by escorting Allied ship- 
ping with American warships is a delicate ques- 
tion. If it is necessary to keep the ‘“‘bridge of 
ships” moving, then unquestionably it should 
be done, even though it will be another step 
along the road to full participation in the 
conflict. 

America knows that Hitler would declare 
war against this country if he considered it 
advisable. So long as he believes he has a 
chance to defeat England singly, he will not 
declare war on us. No matter how far along 
the road this country goes, he will not declare 
war until he believes it is to his interests to 
do so. Therefore, there should be no hesitation 
in taking naval steps to pxotect British and 
Allied shipping off American coasts. The ele- 
ment of risk is small compared to the risk in- 
herent in permitting the British Isles to be 
isolated by the Battle of the Atlantic. 

The war is coming closer. This has been 
inevitable, and it must be met with clear-sight- 
ed and calm weighing of the steps to be taken.

Dr. Matias Duque is dead. He seized the privi- 


“lege of dying with a difference. 


Dr. Duque was a Havana physician, at one 
time Cuba’s director of public health. As a physi- 
cian, he was accustomed to look death in the 
face. As a duelist, he had more than once thrust 
himself in the way of death. He was not afraid. 

His mother, then his wife, died of cancer. Then 
he knew that he had an enemy more worthy than 
any who had ever received his challenge. His 
grim face tightened. “Either I'll get cancer,” he 
said, ‘‘or it will get me.” 

He volunteered to be inoculated with cancer- 
ous tissue, to make of himself a human guinea 
pig, in the hope that study of the case from its 
first inception would reveal a means of fighting 
this dread disease which has yielded so slowly to 
the assault of the medical profession. 

This was three years ago. Soon it became 
apparent that Dr. Duque’s last challenge had 


_ been accepted. For three years the fight had gone 


on, his fellow physicians recording closely every 
phase of the struggle in hope that the challenged 
disease would at some point reveal a path to its 
own conquest. 

Death and disease won this victory. Dr. Duque 
is dead, dying in the tradition of his Cuban col- 
league who helped defeat yellow fever, and of 
thousands of other physicians who have know- 
ingly given their lives ‘to save others.

How many folks have 
jumped in their car for a day’s 
journey in an old pair of slacks, a 
sport shirt and slippers?

To those who have not read its literature, Communism has 
always seemed to possess an element of mystery. Its purpose is 
plain enough. It hopes to dispossess the rich for the benefit of 
the poor and set up a dictatorship of city workers. But this is a 
political plan, and it reveals nothing to explain the spirit that 
keeps it alive. 

The mystery is the behavior of Communist crusaders. 
inspires them? 

The answer, made quite clear in “Out of the Night,” lies in 
the fact that Communism is a religion. 

Only religious fanaticism can make people enjoy martyrdom 
or invite it. Only religious zeal can make people give up home 
and normal life and accept hardship without pay or hope of im- 
mediate gain. 

Only religious frenzy could make party workers feel justified 
in using the methods they have adopted. 

A religious war is the most cruel and merciless of all conflicts 
between men. It begin with the assumption that opponents are 
poisonous vermin who should be exterminated for the good of 
humanity. This being true, any method of injuring or destroying 
them, no matter how base or brutal or treacherous, is not only 
justified but righteous. One is not chivalrous in fighting rattle- 
snakes. 

The Communists—not the passive party members, but the ac- 
tive workers—wage secret and constant war against all industry 
and all organized governments. Their immediate purpose is not 
to gain something or build something, but only to destroy. 

They count a strike successful if it serves only to disrupt busi- 
ness and cause loss. | 

To destroy property of any kind is a virtue, since it injures 
capitalists. 

Though policemen are poor men, working for a living, they 
protect property and therefore are enemies who may be killed 
without compunction. 

Like religious zealots of other ages, the Communist ignores 
facts that prove him illogical. 

He regards white-collar office workers as class enemies, yet 
his own organization must employ many of them. 

He strikes against capitalists, yet cannot strike, no matter how 
badly he is treated, when his own crowd gains control. 

And if he wins, and sets up his dictatorship, he can only hope 
for a new kind of boss and freedom only to obey orders in silence.

President Roosevelt told a press 
conference today he would send to 
congress within a few days a re- 


quest for legislation for develop- 
ment with Canada of a part of the 
St. Lawrence seaway-power proj- 
ect. 

He would not say definitely 
what he would recommend but 
indicated that it might include a 
seaway as well as power develop- 
ment. 

The request, the President es- 
serted, would be for legislation 
rather than a treaty which was 
defeated in 1934 because the sen- 
ate failed to give it the required 
two-thirds vote. 

The agreement with Canada to 
be transmitted in a report to con- 
gress will require only a majority 
vote.

The Germans 
fired machineguns and smal} 
cannon at the planes while the 
U-boat cruised slowly southward 
on the. surface. 

Later the commander of the 
U-156 claimed in Germany that 
he sank 29 ships during his cruise. 
He also captured and armed the 
trawler Triumph and used her for 
a commerce raider which sank 
six vessels. 

The commander of the U-140, 
which carried out a later raid, re- 
ported that he sank eight vessels, 
including the Standard Oil tanker 
O. B. Jennings, 10,289 tons, off 
New port News. 

The U-155 operated off Halifax 
during August, 1918, along with 
the U-177, which claimed she sank 
19 ships in the waterways off 
Cape Cod. The U-152 reported 
she sank three ships, including the 
U. S. S. Ticonderoga. Only 24 of 
237 men on the Ticonderoga es- 
caped, according to newspaper 
records of the time. Two prison- 
ers taken from the American ship 
were transported to Germany 
and kept there until after the war 
ended.

MY DAY: Cypress Gardens 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—On the way up yesterday, there was 
some doubt as to whether we would be able to fly out of Charles- 
ton, S. C., in the late afternoon. To my joy, I found the weather 
had cleared and we were able to carry out our 
plan of spending five hours in Charleston and 
then flying on to Wahsington. 

Mrs. George Huntington met us at the air- 
port and drove us first to the Cypress Gardens, 
I had never seen them before and found it hard 
to believe that those acres of white cypress 
trees growing out of the-dark waters could pos- 
sibly be alive. They certainly have an eerie 
look with the moss blowing on their bare 
branches. 

While I thought it very beautiful, I could 
easily imagine “Murder in the Cypress 
Swamps,” or the ghosts of past unhappy owners etree: 
hiding away among those avenues of bare trees. The sun came out 
and we saw the reflection on the water, which‘is very beautiful. 

They have planted many spring bulbs an flowering shrubs along 
the shores, and touches of color meet your eyes on many sides, but 
somehow they did not lessen my feeling of “‘eeriness.” I was rather 
relieved to find. myself back at the landing greeted by a very cheer- 
ful colored guide, who evidently had no sense of the strangeness in 
these surroundings. 

We drove from there to Middleton, which I think is one of the 
most beautifully laid out places I have ever seen. The natural set- 
ting is charming and, as you come up the steps through the gate 
which was once the main entrance to the house, you see before you 
the terraces. They were made 200 years ago by a hundred men 
who worked ten years, 

At the foot of the terraces are two charming butterfly lakes and 
past them the banks of the river, lined with beautiful live oaks from 
which the Spanish moss waves gently. You can almost see the rice 
fields along the river which brought the early planters their wealth. 
To me, the enormous and graceful live oak trees are more mar- 
velous even than thé acres and acres of beautifully laid out gardens, 
We were a little late for the camellias, a little early for the azaleas, 
but I found this did not dim my pleasure in the trees. 

The home of the present owners is the wing of the house which 
still stands. It is very beautiful and welcoming. Inside, fires 
burned and flowers everywhere made a perfect picture of finely 
proportioned rooms. 

We had tea with Mrs, Huntington in her charming little house 
on King street, with a lovely garden of its own. We took the 6 
o'clock plane and a smooth trip brought us to Washington a little 
before 9. 

I was glad to find the President looking well and more rested 
than when I left, though he seemed to be surrounded by moun- 
tains of work. He explained that it all had to be done before he 
could get away for a short holiday himself. One needs such holi-
